In Washington a State De- 
partment spokesman 'said the 
travel restrictions were lifted 
because the Yemenis had co- 
operated in the evacuation of 
120 State Department and 
Agency for International De- 
velopment personnel from the 
Yemeni city of Taiz. ) 

He said the three-man 1 Ye-j 
meni delegation in Washing-! 
ton was asked not to leave the' 
Washington area— the limits' 
of which were never exactly' 
defined — without informing 
the 'Department. 

He said the Yemeni Ambas- 
■ sador Aziz al-Futaih, who is 
also his country’s delegate to 
the United Nations, was per- 
mitted to travel between 
Washington and New York. 

Relations between the two 
countries have been strained 
since Yemen arrested four 
AID employes last Thursday 
ft in Taiz. Two have been re- 
leased but the others are 
being charged with trying to 
blow up an ammunition dump, 
a charge which the State De- 
partment has described as “a 
total fabrication.” 

, Yemen has charged that the 
two still being held, Stephen 
Liapis, 33, of Grand Forks, 

N.D., and Harold Hartman, 36, 
of Baltimore, are agents of the 
. Central Intelligence Agency , j 
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
